Section 7. Notice to registrants and to all Interested persons and effect of such notice. 

(a) The process of examination and select ion of registnmts, under these rules and regulations, shall l^egin 
by the posting of notice in the oflices of the Local Boards on Form ltX)2, and bv mailing a Questiormaire 
( Form 10)1) to every registrant included within such poste<l notice, as providwi in Swtion 92 hereof; and 
not ice of every subsequent action taken by either the Local or District Hoard in resj)e(;t of each registrant 
j-hiill be given by entering a miimtc or date of such action on the Classification List (Form lOOO) in the 
oilice of the Local Board, and in addition to such entriecj, by mailing to the registrant (and in some cases 
to other claimants) a notice of such action.

qualified and registered pursuant to section twenty-three of the act of Congress ap- 

frroved January twenty-nrst, nineteen hundred and three (Thirty-second Statutes at 
-arge, page seven hundred and seventy-five), from the members of the National 
Guard drafted into the service of the United States, from those who have been ^^u- 
ated from educational institutions at which military instruction is compulsory, or 
from thoee who have had honorable service in the Regular Army^ ^e National Guard, 
or in the volunteer forces, or from the country at large; by assigning retired officers 
of the Regular Army to active duty with such force with thefr rank on the retired 
list and the full pay and allowances of iheir grade; or by the appointment of retired 
officers and enlisted men, active or retfred, of the Regular Army as commissioned 
officers in such forces: Provided^ That the organization of said force shall be the same 
as that of the corresponding organizations of the Regular Army: Provided furlher, 
That the Preeident is authorized to increase or decrease the number of organizations 
prescribed for the typical brigades, divisions, or army corps of the Regular Army, 
and to prescribe such new ana different organizations and personnel for army corps, 
divisions, brigades, regiments, battalions, scjuadrons, companies, troops, and battened 
as the efficiency of the service may re(^ufre: Provided further ^ That the number <rf 
organizations in a regiment shall not be increased nor snail the number of regiments 
be decreased: Proviaed fnrther, That the President in his discretion may oi'ganize, 
officer, and equip for each Infantry and Cavalry brigade three machine-^n companies, 
and for each Infantry and Cavalry division four machine-gun companies, all in addi* 
tion to the machine-gun companies comprised in organizations included in such 
brigades and divifsioita: Prodded further ^ That tJhe President in his discretion may 
organize for each division one armored motor-car machine-gun company. The 
naa<-hine-gun companies organized under this section shall consist <rf sirch commis- 
sioned and enlisted personnel and be equipped in such manner as the President 
may pre«oribe: And provided further, That omcers with rank not above that of colonel 
shall be appointed by the President alone, and officers above that grade by the President 
by arid with the advice and consent of the Senate : Provided further. That the President 
may in his descretion recommission in the Coast Guard persons who have heretofore 
held commissions in the Revenue-Cutter Service or the Coast Guard and have left 
tlie service honorably, after ascertaining that they are qualified for service physically, 
morally, and as to aj^ and military fitness. 

Fourth. The President is further authorized, in his discretion and at such time as 
he mav determine, to raise and begin the training of an additional force of five hun- 
dred thousand men, organized, officered, and equipped, as provided for the force first 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph of this section. 

Fifth. To raise by draft, or^nize, equip, and officer, as provided in the third para- 
graph of this section, in addition to and for each of the above forces, such recruit train- 
i ng units as he may deem necessary for the maintenance of such forces at the maximum 
strength. 

Sixth. To raise, organize, officer, and maintain during the emergency such number 
of ammunition batteries and battalions, depot batteries and battalions, and such ar- 
tillery parks with such numbers and grades of personnel as he may deem necessary. 
Such organizations shall be officered in the naanner provided in the third paragraph 
of this section, and enlisted men may be assigned to said organizations from any of 
the forces herein provided for or raised by selective draft aa by this act provided. 

Seventh. The President is further authorized to raise and. maintain oy voluntary 
enlistment, to organize, and equip, not to exceed four infantry divisions, the officers 
of which shall be selected in the manner provided by paragraph three of section one 
of this act: Provided, That the organization of said force shall oe the same as that of 
the corresponding organization of the Regular Army: And provided farther, That 
there shall be no enlistments in said force of men under twenty-five years of age at 
time of enlisting: And provided further. That no such volunteer force shall be accepted 
in any unit smaller than, a division. 

Sec 2. That the enlisted men required to raise and maintain the organization of 
the Regular Armv and to complete and maintain the organizations embodying the 
members of the National Guard drafted into the service of the United States, at the 
maximum legal strength as by this act provided, shall be raised by voluntary enlist- 
ment, or if and whenever the President decides that they can not effectually be so 
raised or maintained^ then by selective draft; and all other forces hereby author- 
ized, excent as provided in the seventh paragraph of section one, shall be raised and 
maintainea by selective draft exclusively; but this provision shall not prevent the 
transfer to any force of training cadres from other forces. Such draft as herein pro- 
vided shall be based upon liability to military service of all male citizens, or male 
persons not alien enemies Who have declared their intention to become citizens 
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or similar erabdi\dsion in earh State, ami ono for approximately eaoh thirty thousand 
t>t pi»pulation in each city of thirty thouft?nd population or over, according to the 
la>?, ceneiia talcen or esliniates furnished hy the Hurctiu of (Vnpua of the Doparlment 
of lommorce. Such boards shidl be appointed by the Preeddont, and sliali coririigt 
r.f Throe or moi^ members, none of whom sVtnll be connected with the Military Es1ah>- 
lii^brnf-nt, to be chof^n from amnne^ ilie locol aiithoriiies of pnch snbdi visions or from 
f^Un'T citizens residing in the enbvlivision or area in which the re>»]>e<:tive hoards will 
have jiiristiiction iinder the rules and n^^c^ulationg prescribed l)y tlie Prt^ident. 8uch 
b<puds rihall have power witijin tlieir respective jiiristiicHons to liear and determine, 
w.l'iect to review as hereinafter ])ro\'ide^l, all questions of exemption imder this 
art, nini all questions of or claires for inciudinf>f or disc Imnring individuals or elapses 
of individuald from the sehx'ti.e draft, which shall be made un<ler rules and regula- 
tioiis pre8crii>ed bv the PrcHiHent, except any and eviTv question or claim for in- 
cUifling or excluding or di^chanring persons or claiK?eK of pcr8on8 from the sehn^tive 
draff und*>r the provisions of this act auvhonzing the President to exclud(5 or dis-

the establishment of a Bureau of War'Risk luiiuratice in the IVcnsury Depa 
approved Septeniiier uecoud, niaeteeu hundrnil and fourteeu, as ameuded. 
amended to read a^ follows: 

■'ARTI.T.E I. 

"Section 1. That there is Bstabliahed in the Treasury Department a bureau to be 
known as the Bureau of War-Bink Insuiance, the director of which shall receive a 
nlarvat the rate of fS.OOO per annum. 

"That thfre be in such bureau a IM^-ision of Marine and Seamen's Insuranre and a 
Division of Military and NB\-al Insurance in char^ of a comniissioner of Marine aad 
Seamen's Insurance and a commimioner of Military and Naval Insurance, respec- 
tively, each of whom shall receive a salary trf $4,000 per annum."

That the director, subject to the general direction of the i^'ecretary of the 
Treasury, ?hall administer, execnt^v and enforce the provieiona of this act, and fur 
that piirpoee havn full power and authority to make ndefl and regulations, not in- 
consiatent with the provisions of this act, necessary or appropriate to carry out its 
purpocien, and shall decide all questintis arising under the act, except as otherwi»^ 
provideil in sections five and four hundred and five. Wherever under any provicion 
or provisions of the act regulations are directed or authori/e'l to be made, such repi- 
latmns, unlen the conteit otherwise requires, shall or may be made by the dirclor, 
subject to the ceneral direction of the Secretary of the TVeasury. The director shall 
adopt reaiionabie and proper rules to govern the procedtire (rf the divuions, to reeii- 
late tho matter of the compensation, if any. but in no case to exceed ten per centuri;. 
to be paid to claim agents and attorneys for services in connection with any of the 
mattcri provided for in articlea two, three, and four, and to regulate and provide Iw 
the nature and extent of the proofs and evidence and the method of taking and fur- 
nishing the same in order to establish the right to benefits of allowance, allotment. 
compensation, or immrance prD\-ided for in this act, the forms of application rf those 
claiming to be entitled to such benefits, the method of making mvestigatiims and 
medical OKaminationa, and the manner and fonn of adjudications and awards. 

"Sec, 14. That the bureau and its divii'ions shall have such deputies. asBistonts, 
actuaries, clerks, and other employees as may he from rime to time provided hy Con- 
gress. The bureau shall, by arrangement with the Secreliiry of War and the Secret:»ry 
of the Nai-y, respectively, make u»e of the services of surtieons in the Army and Navy. 
The Secretary nf the Treamiry is authorised lo es'ta'.lish an artvu>ory board con.»iftini; 
of three members skilled in the practice of insurance (gainst death or disability for
